Monday, June 7th 1920. 

The monthly meeting of the Council 
of the above-named Municipality was 
held at th© Council Chamber, Mars- 
den, on Monday 7th instant, the Reeve 
and all the Councillors with the ex¬ 
ception of Clr- Stewart oeing present 

Th© Secretary read a‘letter from Dr. 
Moran, of Lashburn, stating that the 
mileage rat© for attendance on pa¬ 
tients had been increased to $1.50 ped 
mile and it was decided to write Dr- 
Moran that the Council were agreeable 
to pay for medical services at this rate 
but they understood that this sum 
included all livery charges. 

Re the Jonchier impounding case, 
the Municipality being threatened 
with legal action, it was resolved to 
write the solicitor at Unity disclaim¬ 
ing any liability in the matter and 
stating that after considering the 
that there was no case against thei 
Municipality. 

With reference to Pounds generally, 
a discussion arose as to what con¬ 
stituted a legal pound and it was de¬ 
cided to endorse the delnition of a 
legal pound given in “The Stray An¬ 
imals' Act”, all poundkeepers to be 
requested to see that their Pounds 
conformed to these requirements, the 
object being to ensure that each Div¬ 
ision of the Municipality should have 
at least one legal pound- The Sec¬ 
retary was also instructed to insert 
fact that any person was entitled to 
temporarily impound stock for a per¬ 
iod of t.hree days. sttV'h stock to be 
then turned over to the nearest legal 

It was resolved to forward a con¬ 
tribution of $1.00 to the Saskatchewan 
Association of R.M’s. towards the 
cost of making a presentation to Mr- 
G. M. Hamilton, the retiring Presi¬ 
dent of the Association. A letter 
from the Secy.-Treas- of the Manitou 
Lake School Exhibition Association, 
was read regarding a donation by the 
Council towartu. il.-c funds of this As¬ 
sociation an I it was decided, after 
some discussion to offer the sum of 
$75.00 fo r a prize to be competed for 
annually by the schools of the Muni¬ 
cipality. 

Re the reply of the Dept, of Public 
Health to the Council’s hequest for 
a ruling on the question of the stand¬ 
ing of Union Hospital patients who 
wer© admitted to other hospitals, the 
reply being considered unsatisfactory, 
it was resolved to write the commis¬ 
sioner pressing for a direct ruling on 
this matter. 

S. K. Wells, Wycollajr, having writ¬ 
ten with reference to the state of the 
road in Sec. 32-45-26-3, it was de¬ 
cided to leave this in the hands of the 
Clr. for Division 2 who would look 
up the road in question and see what 
could be <^one- 

A letter from the Rereshill G. G. 
Association re the st^te of the Battle 
River Hill was read and the Secre¬ 
tary instructed to reply stating that 
this matter had already been attend¬ 
ed to.

Council donated a grant of $50.00 
to the school fair and Clr. Wilson was 
appointed by the Council as its re¬ 
presentative in connection with school 
fair matters 

Each Councillor was authorized to 
appoint a Weed Inspector for his Div¬ 
ision for a_ period not exceeding 10 
day s at a rate of $6.00 per day. 

Accounts and time sheets amounting 
to $320.98 were submitted to Council 
and passed for payment on motion"of 
lr. Sharf.

The memorial service held on Sun¬ 
day in the Westminster Church, to 
commemorate the members of the Or¬ 
der who had paid the supreme sac¬ 
rifice in the Great War was attended 
by a number of the I.O-O.F and the 
Rebekahs. Most all of the town mem¬ 
bers turned out and marched from the 
Hall to church. The recent rains 
no doubt prevented many of the coun¬ 
try members from attending. 

Rev- Millar conducted the service, 
delivering the following inspiring ser¬ 
mon- 

Memorial service for the Oddfellows 
who fell in the Great Wijflr by Rev. 
W. Millar, Chauvin, Alta.—John 15:13, 
Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends. 

The service this evening is in mem¬ 
ory of the members of the I-O.O.F. 
who fell in the Great War, the greatx 
est in a)ll history. The members who 
enlisted and died in the struggle are 
worthy *of such a service. When we 
consider the vastness of th*© contest 
and the tremendous issues at stake, 
fear that our service may come far 
short of what it ought to be. 

This service illustrates and proves 
the brotherhood of its members. One 
of the principles of mans relationship 
to his fellow man, since the beginning 
ot the world is the principle of broth¬ 
erhood- The first violation of that law 
was the murder of Abel by his broth- 
human family at that tim? has contin- 
er Cain. The discord thrown into the 
human family at that time has contin¬ 
ued ever since. The I.O.O-F. and other 
fraternal societies attempt to restore 
this law -again among men- 

This memorial service proves the 
patriotism of the society as a whole, 
and the members who attend such a 
service show they are one In spirit 
with those who enlisted for King, 
Country and modern civilizatior^ 
Such a service as this tends to cul¬ 
tivate ayd perpetuate patriotism ( in 
this and succeeding generations. The 
order is doing its share in promoting 
good citizenship in Canada by re¬ 
membering in public worship the sac¬ 
rifice the members who gave their 
lives in France. 

Our coming together in this memor¬ 
ial service shows we appreciate the 
greatness of the sacrifice our men 
made in Flanders. We would be dull 
stupid, brutish, if we did not place 
high value upon the sacrifice of our 
noble countrymen who devoted their 
lives to the cause of Christain civil¬ 
ization. It is the most natural thing 
in the world to give expression to this 
noble sentiment. It would be aj bad 
thing for us as a nation not to do so-

Keeping cattle for beef requires a 
larger rahg e than most farmers can 
manage and there is the further ob¬ 
jection that beef cattle are at large 
most of thd time and no manure is 
stored up for intensive application to 
the soil. Dairy cows must be kept in 
barns much of the time and this fact 
helps to make dairy farming the 
greater factor in soil enrichment. 
Dairy farming is both constructive 
and intensive; it can be carried on a 
comparatively small farm or on as 
large a scale as even very ambitious 
men desire- 

Because of the great natural fertil¬ 
ity of Alberta soil, and the need of 
many farmers in a new country to get 
a crop at the/'very earliest moment 
possible, this province is far from its 
possibilities in dairy farming, the fu¬ 
ture contains vastly increased pro¬ 
duction of all sorts of dairy products 
in Alberta. The province is wonder¬ 
fully rich in all qualities that go to 
make up a dairying district and will 
certainly measure up to its dairying 
possibilities as time goes on and the 
real virtues of dairy farming beoomes 
properly impressed on the minds of 
the farmers of Alberta. 

Considerable progress has been 
made along this line; progress that 
marks Alberta as the leading dairying 
province of Western Canada. The 
value of Alberta products rov 1919 has 
been placed at $31,625,000, which is a 
beginning, at least, of the truly great^ 
development which will surely come 
to this brance of agriculture in the 
province^ within the next ten years. 
The industry is attractive to farmers 
because of the steady income that re¬ 
sults from selling milk and cream and 
and the \experience of dairy farmers 
proves to\ them the good sense and 
profit that attend upon that chosen 
line of agriculture. 

But the possibilities of dairy farm¬ 
ing in Alberta ar e well nigh bound¬ 
less; this is a land of bountiful supply 


A Great Industry 

No farming district has ever been 
placed upon a basis of solid, sure 
prosperity equal to that which is es¬ 
tablished by dairy farming; grain will 
produce moitey in chunks whei> the 
crop is good but there are many lapses 
from even average production of grain 
crops and the lean years pull so hard 
upon the fat years that the summing 
up of a five years period of grain oft¬ 
en shows an average notable for its 
the soil and this drainage of fertility 
must be replaced at high cost and 
often witl^ much .difficulty. Further, 
the grower of grain is haunted by fear 
or anxiety, caused by frost, drought, 
blight, pests that are prolific and per¬ 
nicious: too much rain, rot, rust and 
all manner of evils that such crops 
are heir to. 

On the other hand dairying, while 
not without its difficulties, has the 
virtue of a constructive industr^ 
Keeping cows improves the soil in¬ 
stead of depleting it; even the past¬ 
ures where the cows run at large get 
more fertile from year to year and the 
accumulation of manure at the barns 
of a dairy farm form -a storage of fer¬ 
tilizing substances that has great and 
actual cash value as well as the price¬ 
less quality of conservation of the nat- 
ural richness of tre soil and the power 
to build up poor soil to the point of 
crop production in good volume. Cows 
are real conservators of soil fertility, 
actual artisans in nature’s laboratory 
of soid structure. 

But yaising grain is easier than 
keeping cows and pioneers in a new 
country are often attracted to that 
form of agriculture because it is pos¬ 
sible to get a grain crop quickly and 
to get a big crop on new unexhausted 
soil. ^ 

In the hnd, however, it/ will be 
found that something must be done to 
keep soil fertility up to production 
pitch and, in general, farming mus 
come, to some degree, to the keeping 
of stock, in order that continuity of

of nature feed for cattle. Suipmer 
pasture is excellent and winter feed 
easy to raise or get by other means. 
In the central and northern parts of 
the province, there is a plentiful sup¬ 
ply of water. Cattle ar* nicely fitted 
by nature for geed development of the 
dairy industry. Man h-as added an ef¬ 
fective system of manipulation^ of the 
gifts bestowed upon Alberta by the 
lavish hand of nature- 

With an area of 254,285 square miles 
Alberta ha s an amount of land avail¬ 
able for farming purposes that is esti- 
flfteen per cent, of this is under cul¬ 
tivation and by far most of that is 
dayoted to grain farming. It is easy 
to see that a present production of 
$31,625,000 nnual revenue rrom dairy 
farming yet infancy^ means an 

enormous arnlunt when the dairying 
possibilities shal^ have been developed. 

There is still another lipe to be had 
upon the matter- The state of New 
York with an area of 49,170 square 
miles shows the value of dairy pro¬ 
ducts from the farms of the state in 
•1918 to be $124,725,847.89. There were 
630 cheese factories in the state, 136 
butter and cheese factories, 8 cream 
and powdered milk plants, 213 cream¬ 
eries, 59 condenseries, 633 milk sta¬ 
tions, 28 skimming stations, and 19 
combination milk 'stations and con¬ 
densing plants. With an area of about 
one-fifth of that of Alberta, New York 
state produces about five times, as 
much in value of dairy products. 
Every fifth ' part of Alberta is capable 
of doing: quite as much as has been 
done in New York state. * All that is 
necessary is continued and increas¬ 
ing interest in the basic agriculture 
industry of dairy farming in the pro¬ 
vince. 

It is encouraging to note that the 
farmers of the province are: develop¬ 
ing such an interest and are stead¬ 
fastly staying with the dairy branch 
of their farm busirfess- Production 
and business turnover figures of Ed¬ 
monton dairies show excellent results 
| Even thus early in the growth of ag¬ 
riculture in Alberta, the men who are 

i 

engaged in bringing out millions of 
acres into the production realm of the 
,world, are clearly alive and awake to 
the prime importance of dairying as a 
means of making sure, steady money 
and at the same time placing the agri¬ 
culture business of the province upon 
a sound basis.

A farmer of this district told us re¬ 
cently, without the flicker of an eyelid, 
that the farmers hereabouts will need 
to provide their cattle with goggles 
jto keep the grass out of their eyes, 
Which is one way of putting it that 
the rains are giving luxuriant growth 
to pasture lands.

unnecessary to send away. There 
are of course, certain articles which 
the big mail order houses can under¬ 
sell all competitors. But the num- 
be r of these is much smaller than it 
is commonly imagined. Then too, 
as a matter of economy in buying, it 
is a rule that articles bought in cer¬ 
tain defined quantities^aTre purchasable 
at lower rates than in small parcels- 
Packing and selling expenses deter¬ 
mine this. There are too, certain 
things the local merchant cannot al¬ 
ways keep upon his, shelves. But he 
can, and will obtain them, and as 
quickly a s you can. When you place 
a list of bulk goods before a mer¬ 
chant he is able to effect savings that 
are Impossible in smaller purchases; 
and if the local merchant can, as we 
are assured he mostly alawys can, 
give a quotation reasonably close he 
should be given the opportunity to 
supply. A profit made near home is 
of greater use to you than a profit 
made further away. 


Alberta’s 1920 crop has made an 
auspicious start, and the progress so 
far has been eminently satisfactory- 
It is not wise, however, to forget that 
in the matter of a wheat crop a good 
beginning does not always meanf a 
good ending. There are possible per¬ 
ils and contingencies incidental tjo the 
passing away of the growing and rip¬ 
ening months and until these have 
been safely met the ultinmate yield 
is a matter of pur e conjecture. One 
thing seems certain, however, and 
that is that a general failure is im¬ 
possible owing to the vast scope of 
country over which farmers have lo¬ 
cated. It seems pretty well assured 
now that the ; Alberta crop will be a 
good one. In regard to the rest of 
the west we must be satisfied with the 
knowledge that present prospects are 
for a remrakably successful harvest.

Farmers Convention 

At Wainwright 

The annual convention of the Battle 
River Riding U.F.A. Political organ¬ 
ization closed Wednesday at 4 o’clock 
after four sessions commencing Wed¬ 
nesday at 2.p.m. 

The conventiin was not so well at¬ 
tended as last yea r there being only 68 
locals represented out of 190 organ¬ 
ized in the, riding; 167 delegates were 
present and about 200 visitors. 

Mr- A. C. Muir of Provost, the pre¬ 
sident of the association, was chair¬ 
man of all sessions. Mr. Kenneth 
Watson of Provost being secretary. 
The sessions of Wednesday were given 
to the consideration of reports of the 
president and secretary and the direc¬ 
tors of six provincial constituencies 
within the riding It was remarked 
that the extraordinary winter and late 
spring had interfered greatly with the 
the work of organizing new territory 
and spreading the propaganda of the 
farmers* movement. ' 

The meetings of Thursday were 
taken up by election of ofricers, pass¬ 
ing of amendment to the constitution 
resolutions, and the nominations of 
the candidate for Battle River at the 
next election. y 

Mr. A. C. Muir begged to retire from 
the presidency, saying that he would 
not accept the position for another 
year for personal reasons. Much 
pressure was exerted to persuade him 
to accept renomination, but Re de¬ 
clined* 

The chief interest of the convention 
lay in the unanimous renomination of 
Mr. Henry E. Spencer as the U. F. A. 
candidate for the riding*

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Easier Said Than Done 

Wild oats are a typical annual weed 
and incidentally one of the worst we 
have. The first and most important 
measure of control is to stop sowing 
them, a measure that is easy to plan, 
but difficult to put in practice. The 
second is to prevent their introduction 
to the farm in feed, in threshing ma¬ 
chines, by wandering stock- etc. The 
third is to prevent them from going to 
seed by (a) double disking or plowing 
shallow, early^ in the fall, so as to en¬ 
courage germination and subsequent 
death by freezing; (b) killing as many 
as possible in the fallow year by disc¬ 
ing after the first growth starts in 
the spring, and plowing after the se-' 


cond growth starts; and (c) growing 
a crop that may be harvested after 
the wild oats _mature. 

The above practices may be followed 
on any grain farm wltn no serious al¬ 
teration of cropping plans and no les¬ 
sening of the acreage sown. If the 
weeds are so prevalent that these 
measures are insufficient several ot¬ 
hers may be followed. Winter rye 
may be sown on the fallow to smother 
the oats the following year - or, if the 
stand of rye is thinned out and wild 
oats grow the crop may be cut for 
hay before the oats ‘ripen. Early 
barley may be sown in the spring af¬ 
ter a crop of wild oats has been killed 
by thorough discing or shallow plow¬ 
ing; and the barley may be cut for

hay if the weeds develop, or left for 
grain if they do not. Early fall cul¬ 
tivation after this crop, provided there 
is sufficient moisture, will start many 
ol^the oats still in the soil. A pota¬ 
to crop may be used instead of rye or 
barley and with better results- If 
.these measures do not result in more 
or less complete eradication, tame 
grasses should be sown and left down 
for two years or more, and a year 
taken to break up the land before the 
next crop is put in 

Schooling Must 

Make Farmers 

We want to get the boys and gi?ls 
in the public schools to get an in¬ 
spiration to be farmers and farmers’ 
wives. I went to the public schools 
for a good while- It took me a long 
time to get through. It was largely 
the faplt of one of the teachers, I 
know, but I was there a good while, 
and yet I never have any recollection 
of -any teacher saying to me it would 
be a find thing for me to be a farmer 
and to have the ambition to be a bet¬ 
ter farmer than my father; and I am 
living on a prairie with my wife and 
family today, in spite of what I was 
taught by the teachers in the public 
schools of the province of Ontario. 
And that has been the trend of our 
public school education all over this 
continent—to inspire boys and girls 
with an ambition to get away from 
the land and get what is called an ed¬ 
ucation, in orded that they may enjoy 
what is held out to them as the great 
allurements of life. 

Now, we want these boys and girls 
to get a better and more\ hanest un¬ 
derstanding life than they hav* 
been getting in the public school, and 
we want some of the advantages and 
satisfactions of farm life and home 
life out in the country placed before 
these boys and girls, so that they 
will have as good, as wide, and as 
keen a knowledge of the opportunities 
and privileges that farm life affords 
them, as we have been dinning into 
face of things and keep more of. the 
them in\ the past that will change the 
boys out on the land and get these 
Western Prairies settled up and make 
hn^est aggregation of farm homes that 
there is in the world—and we can 
have no greater nor better national 
ambition than that.—

Bordeaux Mixture 
Is Commonly Used 
For Garden Crops 

The remedy used against most dis¬ 
eases of garden crops is what is 
known as Bordeaux mixture- It is 
useful in combatting blight and other 
diseases of the potato and used in 
combination with Paris Green for the 
bugs is the solution commonly sprayed 
on potatoes, Bordeaux mixture is 
made as follows:—Dissolve four 
pounds of copper sulphate (blue- 
stone) by suspending it in a sack just 
at the surface of the water, in a wood¬ 
en or earthen vessel containing twen¬ 
ty-five gallons of wafer. It must go 
entirely into the solution and if not 
suspended in this manner, it will not 
do so. Slake five pounds of lime in 
just enough water to keep it from 

burning but enough to 1 ‘drown it." 

/ 

Dilute this,, after completed slaking 
in twenty-five gallons of water. Pour 
the two solutions together at the same 
time into a third container. This 
should be done when one is ready to 
spray- The best way consists of al¬ 
lowing a small quantity of each so¬ 
lution to be mixed in a carrying 
trough as it enters the- spray barrel 
or tank. 

The first spray should be given 
when the plants are about eight inches 
high. The second spray, using the 
same strength solution, should be giv¬ 
en about ten days ljiter. The third 
spray, when the plants are well in 
bloom; and if advisable, a fourth 
spray should be given about two 
j weeks before the potatoes are to be 
| dug. Either^ Paris green or arsenate 
of lead can be added to these sprays 
to kill tht potato bugs. Gnerally four 
pounds of arsenate of lead paste to 
fifty gallons of spray is the right 


amount. In using Paris green, add 
one pound of freshly slaked lime to 
one pound of Paris green and mix in 
fifty gallons of water. 

Boost With Judgement 

Chauvin has now arrived at a point 
in its development when it behooves 
every citizen to boost, and boost with 
judgment. We don not want to see 
any line of business overdone but we 
desire to see each one prosper. 

A town that is overdone in any one 
line of business cannot prosper as 
will the town where ther is the proper 
proportion. We should not encourage 
any man to locate here to engage in 
any business already sufficiently re¬ 
presented, but if any new business 
seeks a location and there is a demand 
for that business, let us give it all the 
encouragement and patronage we can 
after it is located. There are many 
ways to boost^a town. 

Useful Publications 

The new list of publications of the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa 
contains titles of nearly three hun- 
dren and fifty bulletins, circulars, and 
other pamphlets that deal with ag¬ 
ricultural practices. These N cover the 
whole range of agricultural and hor¬ 
ticultural pursuits, including dairying, 
field crops, live stock, orchard and 
garden crops, poultry, insects and the 
diseases of plants, farm building con¬ 


struction, farm machinery and many 
other topics. The subjects are ar¬ 
ranged alphabetically under general 
titles. Not only are the lists them¬ 
selves available from the Publications 
Branch of the Department but any of 
the publications therein contained. 

Short Weight Butter 

The outcome of the recent case 
which was in the Calgary courts over 
seling short weight butter, resulted in 
the Retailers being dismissed because 
it could not be shown that they were 
aware that the buter was not under 
weight at the time the butter was 
‘ ‘ moulded or cut" This places the 
onus of light weight butter on the 
dairy farmers^ and in all probabilty 
the government inspectors will now 
check them up more closely—so be 
warned in time. 

There is a provision in the act which 
could be made to govern the case. 
That is to have the name of the maker 
printed on the wrapper which at pre¬ 
sent must be put around the prints 
and which have to be printed with the 
wc)rds "Dairy Butter" 

At presenjt it is optional with the 
maker as to whtether the name is put 
on the butter or not- If it were 
compulsory the makers of good butter 
would be able to get a better price 
fo r their product and it would also be 
a check upon those who are getting 
the dairy farmers generally into dis¬ 
repute by selling short weight prints.

The rural hot lunch his been tried 
in many schools throughout Western 
Canada, and found to be most success¬ 
ful. There is no reason why every 
school should not make use of its 
possibilities through the interest and 
co-operation of the teachers and par¬ 
ents- Of oourse, where pupils are 
able to go home for the noonday 
meals this would not be necessary, 
but during the cold winter days and 
where the children live great disances 
from school, the noonday lunch is oi^e 
of the most vital problems to be con¬ 
sidered by those who are most inter¬ 
ested in the best all-round develop¬ 
ment of our boys and girls. 

In speaking on this subject Eliza¬ 
beth Whitwell, B.S., says: 

“The child must have a certain 
amount of food each day. The break¬ 
fast is hastily eaten in many instan¬ 
ces, and is a light meal. v The evening 
meal is generally moderate, so that 
the child is largely dependent upon 
the noon meal for the larger part of 
of his daily food requirements. If 
this noon meai is cold and dry, with 
little variety, it is no wonder that 
many of the sandwiches may be found 
in the waste-paper basket at the end 
of the lunch hour- 

“The school lunch does not, how¬ 
ever, lessen the amount of food that 
is to be sent from home, but helps 
the child to eat what is given him, 
and also to add to the lunch provided 
him from home.. 

“ The’ lunch from home should con¬ 
tain: 

1. A large portion of plain, nutri¬ 
tious and mild-flavorea food,, chiefly 
sandwiches. 

2. Succulent food, either fresh fruit, 
lettuce, etc. 

3- A sweet food, as plain candy, 
cookies, cakes, custard, pudding, etc, 
Equipment for Hot Lunch 

“The amount and kind of equip¬ 
ment depends upon circumstances. 
Wheneve r possible, i£Ms better to have 
the school board furnish necessities. 
Sometimes a donation party may be 
held, or a school social may be given 
to raise the necessary funds. Manv 
times the farmers’ organizations will 
help with the equipment, as such 
equipment would then be available for 
use- at their meetings.
